Tom is an Extra Class Amateur who has been licensed for four years. He 

has lived in Anchorage for two years (this tour with the Air Force). 

During the two years has has been outstandingly active in Amateur Radio, 
_ particularly in the Public Service area. 


During 1979, Tom was very active in communications as well as muscle 
power for various Club activities: Fur Rendezvous, ACC Arts Fair, Field 
Day, Walk for Hope, Annual Flea Market. The Mothers' Day weekend exhibit 
at Sears Mall found him running between his home and the Mall and then 
several days on the air to get out the bulk of the 2600 messages taken in. 
Whenever work needs to be done on a tower or antenna system he has always 
given freely of his time and energy.

HR REPORT - NUMBER 288 FEBRUARY 1, 1980 

RULES PERMITTING ASCII for U. S. Amateurs were adopted at the Commis~ 
wion's Agenda meeting on Wednesday, with its use on Amateur bands likely 
as soon as early March. In adopting the third Report and Order on Docket 
20777, the Commission specified that Amateur ASCII transmissions must con- 
form to ANSI Standard S3.4-1968, with Fl (only) used on frequencies presentl) 
authorized for RTTY use between 3.5 and 21,25 MHz at a maximum rate of 
300 baud. On RTTY frequencies between 28 and 225 MHz, Fl, F2, and A2 may 
be used, at a transmission rate up to 1200 baud. Above 420 Mhz, Fl, F2, 
and A2are all permitted, with a baud rate up to 19.6 kilobaud. 

Under the New Rule Section 97.69(b), ASCII will be permitted not only 
for conventional comminications but also for such purposes as computer-to- 
computer communications, computer control of repeaters and other Amateur 
stations, and packet communication. No changes were made in present band~ 
width limitations, however, and at press time, further action on 20777 Docket 
appears unlikely.
